E. S. T., Dr. William 
Lyon Phelps and John II. Mason, 
president of the American Bible So- 
ciety, will speak. 

The celebration is sponsored by the 
American Bible Societv. through 
whose co-operative efforts, beginning 
in 1810. with Protestant churches of 
all sects and creeds, approximately 
300,000.000 volumes of Scripture have 
been distributed in more than forty 
countries and in 22f> languages.

Complete Census Figures Reveal 

Notable Local Religious Interest 

Town and TowNSHir publishes herewith the entire summary of the Religious Census of Narberth and its 

environs. , ,..,.. 

This report will reveal the discrepancy in the summary published last week. Figures then published in- 
cluded only the local attending adult membership of the churches. They did not include non-attending local 
membership, nor the non-resident membership and members below the age of twenty. 

C. H. Woolmington was chairman of the Religious Census, and the territory covered included 11 zones, under 
the following captains:
